In tlip hprlnp of 
15:0 It wa« decided, as Uie first «tcp 
towards the financial reliubllitatlon of 
Kurope that a Conference of experts. — 
hankers, economists, business men, 
etc. abould bp lirUI in 1!: ii>j.l.<. under 
the auspices of '.hp I^ci.Kiu-, \,j consult 
together as to what had best be done. 
ICxperts came from ait parts of the 
world, and alter deliberating for sev- 
eral week*, the Conference issued a 
declaration aettlnK forth the lines 
alonB which In their Judsmpiit siatps 
could return to financial stability, 
llrlefly aummerlred theae recommen- 
dations were: — that state biidgrla must 
be balanced; that «tate expenditure 
sliould be reduced: tliut further bor- 
rowing should be sirklly limited, and 
that Inflation of the currency must, 
be stopped. The influence of these re- 
solutions has been greau They have 
Krenctliened tlie hands of m.my a 
hard preascd Pinanco Minisler and 
they ha\T^ .xc-im-.i as the model for all 
the lyeasuc'f rcconstruolioii loane. In 
addition to this there Is - an cx7>ert 
Rocfctariat under tho. able direction of 
. Sir Arthur SnJtor which prepares the 
work, cnrrica on ncgollations and exe- 
cutes the Council's decisions. Thus 
equipped tho Lensuo has accompUshcd 
much to nsslat tho financial recovery 
of Europe. 

One ot the results of the Vi'nr was 
the overthrow of the llapsburg dyn- 
asty. In drawing up the terms of 
peace for Austro-ltungary, the Aille.*), 
rcgardlnp the satgc as primarily res- 
ponsible for tho great catastrophe, re- 
lentlessly dlsmombcrcd the former 
Umpire. Two States however, bcor- 
tho names of Austria and llungary, 
were permitted to continue, but each 
Ttiis reduced to only a fraction of Its 
former extent and power. The new 
Austria'thus created, now peopled en- 
tirely by a German speaking race, con- 
tains but six and a holt millions of 
people, of whom a third live In 'Vienna.

Canada 
in tlie opinion of .Sir Arthur ha« yet 
another contrlbullcn to make. Hy its 
position and Its vnst exten* between 
two occms. Canad.i w.'ll be able to act 
as the ccnnertlng-'inU and peace- 
maker between Europe .md Asia; 
C.inada will he tho great crridor of 
peace and good-will 'between th'.» R.ist 
and the West, » 

Toait Dr. Cannon 

.Speaking in a different vine en- 
tirely. Professor John Ta't rose to 
propose a toast to Doctor .Çannon, 
the Guflst of Honor. He outlined in 
splendjd prose, the visit to Boston of 
a comin,'ss:on appointed i)y McGlU to 
invesl'g^to the .irchilecturc and equip 
ment of typical American medical 
buH(ïlngs. The Commlssirn found 
Dr. Cannon upon whom they ca-Uud. a 
very busy man; but he stopped bis 
work and welcomed thoni heartily nil 
g.^ve ihem cvjt'v b t of at'fntion and 
recréa llbnT'TIiit was In J920-2I. and 
Doctor Cannon's .ippearancc In .Mcnt- 
real now makes an important stage 
in (he progress of thi' .McGill Mf:ili- 
eal .School. Hut the Harvard P'ofej- 
Ror's work Itself is enough- to en-

He w-is deeply 
touched by the sight of the twc flags 
n the Mall, because he had had the 
plea>ur> of serving Under both. In 
19H at à clearing-station In Franco he 
hiid the opporlunily of meeting Cana- 
dian .«o'diers — "splendid big fellows; 
th«> ivéra of my own people." Ho 
sp.'Uii alio of Colonel Martin, "a 
Mum real Doctor." who was trnveirng 
Inijognliii. in order to belter eye-wit- 
ness Inrcriiiatlon about the men in the 
■hii^a bospiiuls. That is why it has 
bo«:n sucti k plea.sure lo return and re- 
new old friendships. Turning to médif 
cal nintters. Doctor Cannon nsUcd the 
a.HsV.uW'y to consider sMioiialy the 
IfgUlaluro c.inctrn'iig anti- vivisection. 
In inuju- ciil'.ghtencd count ric. I lie law- 
has iwen roatrlcted, and to the great 
delrljiienl or the primary medical 
sclengei, whose axtvance h.nvc been 
greatly Inlefésrréd with. Tho ;aw 
should not he thus restricted; the laws 
do not oiak« any alicinpl to meet the 
laboratory tcqtilreinents and are al- 
together Inadequate. In Canada and 
(he United States the law Is more 
brottdm'ndcd. Ariln changing the 
current of liis remdrks. Professor 
Cannon stated that the life of the pra- 
ctitioner or the surgery, obstetrician, 
medical adm'nislràtor and the specia- 
list Is such an alluring one that the 
primary sciences are relatively de- 
serted and ncglccied. He therefore 
pointed out the splendid opportunities 
that the laborÀtory- life offered, not so 
much on the pecuniar}' side as in the 
chance oT reading, the challenge to 
one's ingenuity, and tho exorcise of 
Intelligence, Imagination and skill 
One does not have to go to the North 
Pole to gate on wonders; providec^ one 
has the proper knowledge, oqiilpment 
and prcpnratlon. one need only be- 
take oneself to the Bcienllfic labora- 
tory. 

Slates Student Opinion 
A most timely and Interesting seriON 
of remarks was iiiitde by G. H. .Scott, 
when -he rose lo propose the toa.sl lo 
the Medics] Facility. Ho asked the 
famous ocuup.ants of the Chairs. on the 
Medical Faculty to bear with the stii- 
doiil.s, who iiuiKl si'Oiii to tlu'in lo bs 
Kiicli awkward babes in the study of 
tho ffi-o:it sclencL'. He oiled the remarks- 
of tlie popiilnr .MeGlll Sui-guon who 



This university course is spoil- 
ing you all!" Scott went on to another 
theme and remarked that the purpose 
of this banquet Is to bring 'tho I-'Uc- 
ulty and students together on a" com- 
mon pocial basis. Rut be wlslied to 
take advantage of the meeting in order 
to present before tho Faculty the feel- 
ing and opinion of the average medi- 
cal b-tudent. He pointed out how much 
tho ."ttideiiis respected tlio opinion") 
nnd .>iiicce."«ses of tliose Of the F.iciilly 
He went on :; "We have no standards 
and perforce must take yours. 

We came to McGHI with high »-.\- 
pectation.". .md these have born pi r- 
fectly fulfilled. We realiic the diffi- 
culty involved In the teaching of such 
a large nnd complicated science n» 
Medicine. Rut wo cmnot read, when 
we .are told to, with your understand- 
ing; we can't separate the grain froiii 
tlio (5harf. A professor of Medicine can 
tell a st-udent more In a few woll- 
choHcn words than the latter can pro- 
bably gain liy lil."! own experience In 
as many years. Your words we take 
as the gleanings of years' .of cxper- 
icncc.Vou arc tho fathers of our medi- 
cine, of the medicine wo know. Wc 
ask that you bear this In mind when 
y'ou Judge iis. As our oxpcriencc broad- 
ens. ^o ivltl our value to you and ta 
tho community." This was all s.ild In 
order to exemplify the sttident view- 
point nnd slate of mind. The medical 
students .ihvays honor and respect tho 
moinbor.s of tlio raciilty; and as .Mc- 
GIII men both Faculty and students 
ought to slick together. 

Dean Martin's Reply 
Pean Martin replied to this, one of 
iho lio.M and mom sincere expressions 
of student opinion ever listened to at 
.McGiip Doctor .Martin said that the 
Faculty was well acquainted with the: 
work and opinion of medical students 
at McGlll and else-rt-hcre. The respon- 
sibility of making a doctor, after all 
is said and done, lies with the teacher 
more than with the student. Even if, 
and when, the atudenl falls by tho 
w-ayslde, the fault Is usually laid to 
the system of teaching. It Is true 
that tho curriculum Is overful, and 
that some teachers ex|«:ct it to be 
mastered completely. But medical 
education Is stilt In an experimental 
stage and .■(tudenta ore here much like 
anlm.'ils used In '.a laboratory o.\j)or;- 
incnl. i)uv education Is vtiy ."((nind 
and i-i)mplc-te; and many fall by the 
way unless they work hard and con- 
sistently, in concluding, the Dean 
stoited that he had no worry concern- 
ing the average medical student. He 
never hiid to chide the average student 
for want of fumiment of duties or for 
want of gentlemanly behaviour. And 
ho therefore felt that these present will 
always uphold the high Ide.als of the 
McOlll Medical School and of the 
Profession. 

Tho toast to the Graduating Class 
was moved by tho very genial Doctor 
A. H. Gordon. He considered it a 
privilege and high honor to propose a 
toast to Med. '2T. Ho chose to consider 
the merits of the famous class under 
his familiar four headings: attitude, 
expression, color and nutrition; and 
hastened to remark that it I» hard lo 
keep one's dally busliie.Hs oven from 
the dinner table. Under Altitude, he 
noted ih.i-t the class had always a 
habit of sitUng up and taking notice, 
and thai it alio', had an attitude of 
fairness lo w-ard Its leacheri? Under 
Expression he wished to talk of the 
term in tho singular, and not of the 
expressions that the class probably 
used In conjunction -with some parts 
of the course Professor Gordon re- 
marked lhat there was of late an ex- 
pression of apiahy — the apathy of 
tatlsiio mingled with anxiety. Willi 
regard lo Color, he noted that many 
people have tho even pink color .of 
ease and content; he thought tliai 
there should be added to this tint a 
'ditih of sicndour" wlilch Ui UvaI ac- 
ciuired by a tonic of adversity. He 
concluded witli tho odvico thai tiie 
class "go far rather than fast" and 
stialght rather than rlcii".

(Coiit niied from pn(;n one) 
had given asslslnm-o t» l-'iisi-lsni in 
the beginning bolleved Hint tliey could 
stop it when 11 couldn't servo their 
purpose. That is also a great mistake. 
Tho march on Roino in October 1922 
coiihl have been slopped if tlio inlll- 
tarv authorities wanted lo, as there 
were R,000 men only. Kasctslists wore 
allowed to enlcr without resistance 
It was carried out by war profltoers. 
Fascism ivns directed not toward the 
Bolshevist." but toward the ICing and 
tho Deputies. From thon on .Mussolini 
became IDlclalor. He was not a king 
but a pr'soner of war ns a king. 

"Barristers, doctors, chemists, nnd 
engineers ore not allowed to exer- 
cise their office If thoy are opposed to 
the present reigme. The government 
may also remove public servants such 
as Judges and professors if they are 
also oppo.sed. .Strikes arc forb'ddcn. 
Strikers are given seven years im- 
prisonment if caught. The employers 
seized the opportunity of reducing 40 
per cent, of the wages. Any attempt 
to le.Tve the country without .t pass- 
port or to aid anyone to leave the 
country Is given five years. In all the 
ca.«oR they have no trial and are 
taken handcuffed to small Islands 
where they ore imprisoned. 

"Mussolini did not found the Fascist 
movement. It wa.^ founded by mem- 
bers of the police ami retired officors. 
MiisKOl'nl Is just the figurehead of 
Fa.scism's coup d'etat. 

"When Kinstoln ivent to Italy to de- 
liver .Home lectures on his theory, alfd 
while the ladies were discussln.if 11 In 
the'r drawing rooms. Mussolini 
cliiinicd thai ho found lhat theory bc- 
fi^rc Kinsioin. In this way, he manag- 
od to satisfy the crowds. 

"Mussolini Is not the creator of the 
Fascist movement." claimed tho 
speakor. "He !• a prop.-igand st of tlio 
blackshlrts, JIo knows hl.s public .and 
plays up to them. Ho holds six 
ministerial positions, the least of 
Rclf-advertlsemcnl. Th's -■•department 
ho dovotos to heart nnd soul.

Austria Admitted 
Whether this reduced area coiii^-or 
could not survive economicaliy secma 
to have been of Utile concern to the 
victorious powers when luyins down 
the conditlot a < f peace. Once .'■.f wi vcr 
the dcfoAtcd ulalp. had nubniiltrd to Its 
fato and had accepted the terms of its 
punishment, the Allies became less se- 
vere. Austria was the flr^îl of the cx- 
cnemy to be regarded as sufflcently 
repentant to be taken b.iclt into the 
family of nations. In token ot which 
she was^admiited, at tlic fir.sl A.ssem- 
biy, to 'membership In the L.cague of 
Nations. 

IJurinp lD2t and 39:2 thinijn went 
from bad to wori«c in Austria. Her 
export trade was gont, Jlcr dimlnlHh- 
èd 'flin^cultural area was insufficient 
-for her support. She had to Import 
foodattiffs and r^iw materials and to 
pay for them In pold, but thlc meant 
forcIf;n credit.-! whicli she did not 
have. The number of unemployed rose 
from Bli.OOO in the summer ot 1322 to 
120.000 by the end ot the year. To 
keep the people' from actual »it«r\Ti- 
tlon-the Kovrrmni.'iit horrowrd •wher- 
ever thry could provoke nymiiathy. 
There bciUR no cunimon plan of action 
between stntcf, o;ich lender took such 
security as It w»» sibc to attach. By 
the summer ot 192: the 8ltua.tlon had 
iMîcomo despcrnlo for every lender 
reniized thai llie monies adi-anccd 
were hniiiK unci f"r )<ul).'<iatnncb, and, 
beyond keeping the r»««ple alive, these 
loans contributed iiolhlni; towards 
Austrian reefftiiblli«hment. 

11 T\a« rrnJlred that If Au.%trUT. cot- 
Inpsed, if a hiincry ni'ili overturned the 
government then thrr" would he iiii- 
nrchy nnd Iwtnhevlpni, which might 
result in each nHghbor-state under 
pretense of reeloring order, seizing » 
part of Austrian territory. In such a 
scrnnihle for the remains there was the 
Rrcalcit danger for another )3uropcan 
AVar/ 

In AUBUfl ot H::, when the Kii- 
prems' Council (the group ot Prime 
Ministers of the great Powers) met In 
lx)ndon, the Auntrlan ChunceUor came 
bnforn Iheni with un urgent plea for 
further help. Hut he appealed In vain. 
The powers saw no chance of getting 
back what they had already advanced, 
they Were hard pressed, themselves, 
*hrt would give no more. .So they pass- 
«d on the responitlblUty ot saving 
Austria to the Lesnue ot Nations. 
Notsworthy Aecempllthmtnt 

Now by this lime tho 1>eague ma- 
chinery for deallnif with financial and 
economic problems had been perfected. 
Thn Council meeting Just before the 
third Assembly, and acting on the lul- 
vico of its experts, undertook to work 
,^OUt a scheme for Austria's rescue. 
The iiitlmaie success which crowned 
the>se 'efforts l.i one of the moot note- 
worthy nccompllflhmenls in the Lea- 
gue of Nations history. 

The problem wa«i at the sam* time 
both political and economic. Its so- 
IiKlon wan piMwlble only 1" a body 
which WHS capable of securing resultti 
lll*bOth''of these spheres. Obviously 
Austrlil heeded outside financial aid, 
a largo external loan, but before any 
{m'estor would advance one dollar cer- 
tain difficult conditions had to be ful- 
filled. 

Now the difficulty of Austria's situa- 
tion Isy largely In the fact that her 
'ordtjmry re almost hope- 

leMiy'tled iiyi. 8h« was liable to two 
kinds of debt; that f»f reparation and 
that tit pledges given for the relief 
credits and emerKency advances made, 
ntter the peace, In order to keep her 
peop]e''ultve. Ilenco the first Insk of 
the League was to secure the lifting 
of at leant n postponement of the liens 
held by the several iintloiis on the re- 
. ! venues which had been heavily niorl- 
^ gaged. In all, no less than seventeen 
ijËwtérhments were financially Intercst- 
iP^ca^and long and difficult negotiations 
were required, befori' the consent of 
all wan rinnlly secured. Tho Aust- 
rian tro%'ernment M'as also to co-opcr- 
;ii^ate.-i:'It undertook to put an end to 
fPS the -Inflation of its currency. It also 
*fa« required, within a limited period, 
. (o arrive at n b.ilanced budget. 
Loan Floated 
• -After . tho prcllmlniiry conditions 

■ had been lirrangod or agreed to, tho 
]>earue set to work to float the nec-es- 
eary loan. After much negotiation 
•lèverai fellow members of the League 
««Tced tu furnish this uddltlonal ne- 
cut^ty, und in tho end, tho loan was 
ooally . floated. ]n' order to establish 
control over tho utiliziitton of Ihc pro- 

'; ceeds of the loan, tho Leagiie, with 
the- consent of the bonower, placed a 
■ High CommLssloner in Vienna, On 
Juno 30, 1926, the Commissioner, Mr. 
Zimmerman, reported to tho Council 
that his t-isk was accompllshctl. Ho 
had been at his pout for three and a 
half-years und the scheme had suc- 
ceeded beyond cxpoctatlons-r llr, 
Zimmerman showed that ever since 
1923, the Austrian currency had been 
stable. Confidence In Austria had been 

; rMtored and buHlncBS resumed. 

. The success which had attended the 

' I/Mtruo's action in rescuing Austria, 
led to its receiving further appeals for 
help. Hungary, another cx-encmy 

■ , state, was admitted to ].,caguc Alom- 
' 'bcovhip by the third Assembly, 1922, 

'Already her finances were in a pre- 
_c»rlpùiî; coi>dUlon, and shortly after 
.- '>a4mlulon th« Hunf«rltn Krotie bec»a 



to fall with • alarming rapidity. It 
soon ' became impossible .for Hiingary 
to traffic' with her neighbors, and dis- 
aster seemed Inevitable. 

Hungary Helped 
■\VhlIe Hungary's economic position 
was better than that ot Austria, and 
no underlying guarantee tor a loan 
was considered, the task of relieving 
Hungary from reparation and other 
liens was an extremely difficult one. 
The method followed by. the Council 
was in the main Identical with that 
adopted for .\U5lria. A reconstruction 
lo.in for tho sum of $30,000,000.00 was 
arranged, the proceeds to- be used to 
cover the expected deficits of the ré- 
organisation period. The League was 
exceptionally fortunate in its choice of 
a controller for Hungary In the pcr- 
."on of .Mr. Jeremiah .Smith of Boston. 
This gentleman performed this diffl- 
cult task In so efficient Mil kindly a 
manner, as to endear himself to all 
with whom he came Into contact. 
When In .lune 1926, he withdrew with 
hlH ta.ik successfully accomplished, ho 
took back with him to America the 
gratitude of the Council, and the bene- 
dictions Qt the Hungarian people. 

Shortly after the War In 1920-22 
under the direction of Dr. Frltzhof 
-Nanaen, acting as High Commission- 
er of the League of Nations, a Kreat 
work hnd been performed, under the 
aefls of the League ot N.Ttlon.i in 
bringing out from Russln 175,000 prl?- 
oriers of war and In dLstrlbutlng them 
.v:cording to nationality; and an equal- 
ly Important task had been accom- 
plished In returning 250,000 Russian 
prisoners to their native land. But an 
even greater problem confronted the 
League when the Turks drove out th* 
Creek populations from western Asia 
Minor. 

Refugcei absorbed 

Greece. ih<<. mother land of the Hel- 
lenic race, with a popubTtton not ex-, 
ceedlng S00,000 was suddenly called 
upon to receive and to absorb no less 
th.ui 1,500,000 refugees. Now sithough 
Greece had acquired a considerable 
amount of new terrltorj'. It needed a 
plan, much money and an energetic 
director to oettle the refugees that 
they might In time become productive 
members of the community. Tlils re- 
«^•on.iiblllty the Lengiie aiwiumed. Its 
experts worke<l out a practical plan, 
floated n. £10,000.000 Greek refuge- 
loan and under the direction, flr^t of 
Mr. Henry Morganthan and latterly of 
•Mr. Charles i'. Howland, the large pro-

The International Burop- 
011 n rulhvay.-f and International rivers 
arc Its special care. 

And now the great «vent of the Im- 
medtito future In the history of the 
I>eaguc s the General Economic Con 
ferrnce whkli I» to open nl Geneva 
.Next .May. With peace and security In 
sight, with llio currencies of -ISurope 
rapidly ncaring astable basis, the hour 
hri.-* come for the first of ii series o 
«li.scua.-ilons on how the trade biirricrs 
may be luwcrcd :ind commercial rc- 
lailonH between tho nations ImproveJ.' 

Thus in the seven years of ita ex- 
Istancc, the League of Nations has 
saved from financial collapse at least 
four ot the states of Europe. It is still 
eiigiiged In giving help and advice to 
other faltering communities. In tho 
next period of lbs existence It ia eZ' 
pccted that tho League will taka tba 
lead In pointing out the way, whereby, 
by economic co-opcratloti the War Im 
poverlshod states of Europe may re- 
gain and even surpass their former 
prosperity.
